The diocese of Baltimore embraced 


the 
whole 
territory of the United 


States until 1808. 
In that year, by an apostolic.brief 


of Pius VIII. Baltimore was raised to 
an Archiepiscopal see, and four suf- 
fragan sees were created—New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia and Bardstown. 
The bishop selected to preside over 
the diocese rf New York, was Eight 
Reverend Luke Coneanen, of the Or- 
der of St. Dominlck. The brief which 
was confided to him creating the See 
of New York, never reached its des- 
tination: hut an authentic duplicate, 
issued from the Propaganda. Is now 
preserved in the archives of the Balt- 
imore cathedral. 
Died Before Reaching 
the Promised Land. 


After his consecration

Rome, 


Bishop Concnnen proceeded to

horn, and thence to Naples, in the 
hope of finding a vessel that would 
convev him to America.

POLICE ARE BAFFLED BY THEORIES 


(Continued from Page 1.) 


been droppefl between 
the folds of a 


silk umbrella standing in the vestibule 
at the entrance of the Schenck home and 
set off by clock work. 
This theory la 


either exploded or the purchase of the 
ten pounds of dynamite and a hundred 
feet of fuse by Wilhelm at Vigorlt last 
January has no significance. In reply to 
Questionings along these lines the police 
cover up their confusion with the state- 
ment that time will tell. 
What the Police 
Are Working ippon. 


So far as can now be determined the 


police have dropped all other theories 
and are now working along the lines, that 
the powder purchased by Wilhelm was 
used in. the bomb which was set off with 
all Its violence at the doorstep of the 
home occupied by Supervisor Gallagher. 
What did Wilhelm do with the dynamite 
and was It the explosive used are now 
necessarily the two questions which Cap- 
tain of Detectives Petersen has set him- 
self to answer preliminary to solving the 
mystery. 


When Mose Murphy appeared at police 


headquarters last night he waa at once 
taken to Wilhelm' cell In the city jail. 
Ke glanched at the prisoner and at once 
fdentifled him as the man who had asked 
to be taken through the powder works 
at Pinole. This waa on January Z2 last 
when Murphy, who :s now part owner of 
a saloon at 1T91 Seventtf street, was 
proprietor of a saloon at Pinole and was 
a deputy constable there. Wilhelm Intro- 
duced himself as Wlll'ams and WT.S in' 
company with a man whom Murphy iden- 
tifies by his picture and through 
fhe 


fact that one hand, was amputated, as J. 
W. Macy. 
, 


Wilhelm Intended to 
Steal Some Dynamite. 


The men took lodgings at Pinole and 


asked Murphy to take them through tha J 
powder works. 
Macy has said that It i 


was Wilhelm1 • Intention to steal some [ 
powder as he was being taken through f 
the works. At that time It was under- [ 
stod that the dynamite waa to bo used 
In preparing a bomb with whicli to in- 
timidate Judge Lawlor. This bomb was 
never manufactured. 
Wilhelm weakened 


at the last moment and fixed up what ap- 
peared to be a bomb with sawdust and 
soap. 
The police now contend that the 


"bomb" waa in reality a, bomb as It 
needed only the addition of nltro-gly- 
cerlne to make It a deadly Instrument. 
The constant reference of the police to 
nitre-glycerine leads to the general opin- 
ion that the police are somewhat IncUned 
to the opinion even 
at this 
tme that 


nltro-glycerlne was the explosive 
hgcnt 


which was used at the Schenck homo. 


Murphy told the police last nig'it that 


he was unable to take the men through 
the powder works so turned them over 
to Constable Collins of Pinole. 
He does 


not know whether

Went-to Vigorit When

According to Vera, however, tha men 


were unable to visit the works at Pinole

some caps," said Vera.

The Late Rabbi Voorsanger. 


By the sudden death of Rabbi Jacob Voorsanger, who sue 


cumbed to heart disease at Monterey yesterday, California loses an 
eloquent pulpit orator and an eminent publicist. Dr. Voorsange 
was a thinker and a scholar as well as a speaker of charm-and dear 
ness. Upon all questions relating to the progress of mankind and 
the development of the complex forces of civilization he held defi 
nite opinions which he expressed boldly with vigor and clarity 
Historically and racially a Jew, his sympathies were broad and 
cosmopolitan and his mental viewpoint commanding. He liftej 
himself above sectarian prejudice and the narrow confines-of ritual 
istic formula. 


It was Dr. Voorsanger's firm belief that the moral-and industria 


forces enlisted in the general uplift of civilization could not be sepa- 
rated, and that any rupture between them produced-conf'nsion an< 
retrogression. His mental processes were as broadly .catholic as 
his sympathies, and he addressed himself in powerful and luminous 
speech to the higher understanding, which he always contended was 
the orly safe guide for conscience and judgment. 
Enlightene( 


reason, he argued, wis the lamp that lighted the path of mora 
progress and the perceptions of conscience. He opposed emotional 
ism in the discussion of public and religious affairs, and arraye( 
Himself against all attempts to enlist passion and prejudice in behal 
of movements to better social and political conditions. His in- 
variable method was to first seek the facts and then correlate them 
before forming a conclusion. ]n the equation he infused a penetrat- 
ing love of justice and a generous allowance for the frailties an$ 
infirmities of human nature. 


These qualities made Dr. Voorsanger rarely forcible and con- 


vincing as a public speaker and as an essayist. His habit of menta 
independence and the thoroughness with which he prepared himself 
for his conclusions gave a cogent earnestness to what he had to say 
that never failed to impress those to whom he addressed himself 
He stood in no fear of public opinion, and never failed to challenge 
and combat what he deemed to be popular error or prejudice. His 
belief was that he who would teach could never follow the crowc 
nor ever become a mere spokesman of the ignorant multitude 
Reasoning always of truth, justice and righteousness, he walkad with 
firm step in the advance column of intellectual freedom, a champion 
of the moral law who grasped the fundamental elements of civiliza- 
tion and rejected non-essentials with fearless disregard of what 
opinions others might hold or what tempest of passion might be 
shaking the populace. His mind was splendidly optimistic, and it 
was his abiding conviction that truth, temperance and reason must 
inevitably prevail, "for," as he said, "if they do not prevail, then we 
must doubt the wisdom and omnipotence of God." 


Dr. Voorsanger will be greatly missed from the religious and 


intellectual life of San Francisco, in which he figured prominently 
for many years. He never shirked the duty of a citizen, and while he 
claimed no special exemption or license on account of his cloth, he 
was never backward in contributing his voice and influence to the 
solution or illumination of any problem vexing the life and harmony 
of the community. Oftener with the minority than the majority, he 
always won confidence and a respectful hearing even when he failec 
to convince. -The moral power and iutellectual force of the man 
commanded esteem \\here he challenged opposition. The worlc 
needs such men.t 


The Sentence of DaJzell Brown. 


J. Dalzell Brown, former president and manager of the wrecked 


California Safe Deposit & Trust Company, has plead«d guilty to 
embezzlement and been given a sentence of eighteen months in San 
Quentin. 
Deducting the credits allowed by law for good conduct, 


Brown's term of incarceration will be reduced to fifteen months. 


The penalty Brown will pay seems altogether out of proportion 


to the magnitude of his offense. By his breach of trust and neglect 
of duty thirt((en thousand depositors were robbed of an aggregate of 
several millions. It is argued that Brown did not profit by the 
looting of the bank of which he was president and manager. That 
may be so, but if he lost his share of the plunder in bad speculations, 
it is not apparent why that fact lessens his turpitude or diminishes 
the loss of the depositors. 


It is given out that the wind of justice has been tempered to 


this shorn lamb of high finance because he has promised to lay the 
blame on the "higher-ups"—his associates in the bank. Brown pro- 
poses to prove himself worthy of the extraordinary leniency shown 
him by practically placing all the blame for the looting on his former 
friend;, and associates. 


We have thus presented another example of justice being made 


the sport of private barter and exchange. Such a conclusion might 
have been expected, however, since Brown was defended by one of 
the special attorneys for the Spreckels private prosecution. Nor is 
it past-mg strange that Mr. Langdon's deputy should have joined in 
the tearful plea of the Spreckels lawyer for clemency. 


Brown is reported to have subscribed to the Spreckels prosecu- 


tion fund. 
Before the public discovered that his bank had been 


looted, Brown was vigorous in demanding the conviction of the 
"bight r-ups' Spreckels and Hcney had arranged with Ruef and the 
l)Oodling Supervisors to send to prison. He had also assisted Ru- 
dolph Spreckels to get into the Bohemian Club. 


So it appears that Brown has earned his reward. 
He is now 


against the "higher-ups" of his own bank, and apparently Spreckels 
is not ungrateful. Justice is blind and the prosecution wondrous 


t kind—in this instance. Which is another argument in favor of the 


criminal administration being entrusted to private parties who ar- 
range the details in back rooms. 


However, Brown is entitled to trie sympathy of the worthy

Berkeley Should Support the 
Park Bonds. 


Berkeley confront* a crucial question In its coming election, the 


success of which means the issuance of bonds for an incinerator and 
for park purposes. It has been surprising that there should be an 
opposition of such activity as has developed. Whatever else that a 
city can debate, it should not be as vital an issue as public parks. It 
is a mistake that many cities have made at different times in their 
history and ever afterward .regretted. A piece of petty economy 
which is not borne out by resultant conditions where the objective 
i a fi-ture growth.' 


In the Berkeley election coming on the lines are sharply drawn 


and the issue decidedly clear. Such opposition as has been mani- 
fested seems to have v-i*en more from a geographical standpoint

than any real reason based on economic grounds. In fact, it is being 
made a sectional matter.

One of the best arguments advanced in favor of the early acquisi- 


tion of parks is seen in the vast fortunes required in New York to 
complete the park sites demanded by the public -and public hygiene. 
It became necessary in time to purchase building sites and tear 
down buildings to make the parks. Nearer home there is the object 
lesson of Oakland's own experience in this line. 


Gooct streets, fine schools and plenty of parks are the, great 


features of any city bidding-for cosmopolitan and metropolitan ex- 
istence. They are a necessity. They are the natural finish to an 
up-to-date existence. Such propositions are not *to be governed by 
geographical equations, not to be considered from sectional stand- 
points, but to be considered as a general proposition for every one. 


The future will answer the argument of debt so far as Berkeley 


parks are concerned. There is no argument other than specious 
plaints against the project. The parks must be acquired and delays 
-are dangerous. Berkeley mustnot make the mistake of other cities- 
it must progress and to progress the principal element becomes the 
question of plenty of parks. There should be no argument against 
the matter to work against the general interest of the city.

WASHINGTON. April 28.—Conditions in 


both thf Senate and the House were 
such th:it the special message of the 
President, further outlining his views as 
to action, which was sent*to Congress 
yesterdar, received but scant attention. 
The message arrived late In the day and 
the Home was so tied up under its n3W 
rules that it could not officially receive 
the message, while the Senate was In the 
midst of the consideration of the naval 
appropriation bill under the ten minute 
rule when the document reached that 
body, fnlike the House the Senate per- 
mitted the formal 
presentation of the 


message but it could not at that time 
be laid before the Senate and by -he 
time the naval bill had been disposed of 
the hour was so late and the attendance 
so small that no attempt was made to 
read the document. The first few lines 
only hari been pronounced by the cl'-rk 
when It was suggested t>iat the furt'ier 
reading should be postponed until today. 
This suggestion was adopted 
and the 


Senate adjourned. 
The message follows; 


To the Senate and House of Repre- 
,sentativ<>s: 
In my message to the Congress of 
March -5, 1908, I outlined certain meas- 
ures which I believe the majority of our 
countrymen desire to have enacted into 
law at this time. 
These measures do 
not represent by any means all that I 
would like to see done. If I thought It 
possible, but they do represent what I 
believe can now be done if an earnest 
effort toward this end is made. 
Legislation Which the- 
President Hopes For. 


Since I wrote this message an employ- 
ers' liability law has been enacted, which, 
It is true, comes short of what ought to 
have bten done, but which does repre- 
sent a real advance. Apparently there is 
gooA ground to hope that there will be 
further legislation providing for recom- 
pensing all employes who suffer injury 
[•while engaged In the public service; that 
there will be a child labor law enacted 
for the District of Columbia, that the 
•waterw tys commission will be continued 
•with sufficient financial support to in- 
crease the effectiveness of Its preparatory 
-work; that st?ps will be taken to provide 
for suc'i investigation Into tariff condi- 
tions b> the appropriate committee of the 
House of Representatives, and by govern- 
ment experts In the executive se^-lce as 
"Will secure the full information necessary 
for intelligently revising the tariff at the 
hands of the Congress elected next 1'aB, 
and fln:illy. that financial legislation will 
be enacted providing for the temporary 
measures for meeting any trouble that 
may arise In the next year or two and 
for a commission of experts who shall 
thoroughly Investigate the whole mailer, 
both h*-re and In the great commercial 
countries abroad so as to be able to rec- 
ommend legislation which will put our 
financial system on an efficient and per- 
manent basis. 
Postal Savings Banks 
Should Be Established. 


It is much to be wished that one fea- 
ture of the financial legislation of this 
session should be the establishment of 
, postal savings banks. 
i Ample appropriation should be made to 
•nsble the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to carry out the very Important 
feature of-the Hepburn law which gives 
,t3 the commission supervision and con- 
trol over the accounting systems of the 
railroads. 
Failure to provide means which will 
enable the commission to examine 
the 
books )f the railways would amount to 
svn attack on the law at Its most vital 
point and would benefit as nothing else 
could benefit those railways which are 
corruptly or incompetently managed. 
Forest reserves should be established 
.throughout the Appalachian Mountain 
treglon wherever it can be shown ' that 
itliey -will have a. direct and real connec- 
tion -with the conservation and Improve- 
ment of navigable rivers. 


ular passion; and most certainly no pub-1 
lie servant, whatever may be conse- 
quences to himself, should yield to what 
he thinks wrong.

Injunction Process to 
Be Used Sparingly. 


The process 
of 
injunction 
in labor 


troubles, as well as where State laws 
are Involved, should be uped sparingly 
and onlr when there Is the clearest ne- 
cessity for It; but It is one so necessary 
to the efficient performance of the duty 
of the court In behalf of the nation that 
it Is in the highest degree to be regret- 
ted that it should be liable to reckless 
use, for this reckless use tends to make 
honest men to desire to so hamper Its 
execution as to destroy its usefulness.

Great Wealth Often 
Hostile to Toilers.

Bad to Stir Up 
Hatred Against the Rich. 


It Is a bad thing to teach our work- 
ing people that men of means who have 
the largest proportion of the substantial 
comforts of life are necessarily greedy, 
grasping and cold-hearted and that they 
unjustly demand and appropriate more 
than their share of the substance of the 
grounds 
Government Control 
Over Corporate Wealth. 


Our purpose in strengthening It Is to 
secure more effective 
control by 
the 
national government over the business 
use of the vast masses of Individual and 
especially of corporate wealth, which at 
the present time monopolize most of the 
interstate business of the country; and 
we believe the control can best be ex- 
ercised by preventing the 
growth of 
abuses, rather than merely by trying to 
destroy them when they have already 


In the higher sense of the word this 
movement for thorough control of the 
business use of - this great wealth Is con- 
servatice. 
Steering to Avoid 
Plutocratic Class Rule. 


•We are trying to steer a safe middle 
course which alone can save us from a 
plutocratic class government on the one 
hand or a socialistic class government 
on the other. 


Power of Injunction 
and Contempt of Court. 


There seems, 
however, 
much 
drrabt 
about the two measures I have recom- 
mended: the measure to do away with 
abuse of the power of Injunction and 
the measure or group of measures to 
strengthen and render both more effi- 
cient and more wise the control by the 
national government over the great cor- 
porations doing an interstate business. 
' First as to the power of injunction and 
or punishment for contempt. In contempt 
leased, sav» -where immediate action is 
(imperative trial should be before an- 
other judge. 
1 As n-gards Injunctions, some such leg- 
islatton 
as

recommended should be enacted. 
They are those who fall to realize the 
Ntternvss caused among large bodies of 
worthy citizens by the use that has been 
repeatedly made of the power of in- 
junction In labor disputes. 
Grave Injury to 
Laboring Men's Rights. 


Those In ytiose Judgment we have 
most right tJ trust are of opinion that 
,whil* mos* 0f the complaint against the 
use of tho-lnjunctlcn Is unwarranted, yet 
that it *J unquestionably true that In a 
aumbev' of cases this power has been 
•UMd to the grave Injury of the rights

' , 1 ask that It be- limited In some such

reason that I do not wish to see an em- 
bltterel effort made to destroy it. 
It Is unwise stubbornly to refuse to 
provtdt against a repetition of the al>uses 
which have caused the present unrtst 
Determination of Majority 
Cannot Be Thwarted,

Stern Condemnation for 
Demagogues and Greed. 


Stern condemnation should be visited 
upon 
demagogue 
and 
visionary 
who 
teach this untruth and even sterner upon 
those capitalists who are in truth grasp- 
ing and greedy and brutally dliregardful 
of the rights of others, and who by their 
actions teach the dreadful lesson 
far 
more effectively than any mere preacher 
of unrest 
A "class grievance" left too long with- 
out remedy breeds "class consciousness" 
and 
therefore 
class 
resentment, 
the 
strengthening ofx the anti-trust law Is 
demanded upon both moral aqd economic 
on the other, either of which would be 
fraught 
with disaster to oar free 'In- 
stitutions, State and national. 
Riot and Chaos of 
Unrestricted Individualism. 


"We are trying to avoid alike the evils 
which flow from government ownership 
of the public utilities by which inter- 
state commerce la chiefly carried on. and 
the evils which flow from the riot and 
chaos of unrestricted Individualism. 
There Is grave danger to our free In- 
stitutions in the corrupting Influence ex- 
ercised by great wealth suddenly con- 
centrated In the hands of the few. 
Must Remedy Danger 
in Spite of Opposition. 


We should in a sane manner try to 
.remedy this danger. In spite of the sul- 
len oposition of theee men and with the 
full purpose to protect them in all their 
rights at the very time that we-require 
them to deal rightfully with others. 
When with steam and electricity mod- 


ern" business conditions went through the 
astounding revolution 
which 
in 
this 
country began over half a century ago 
there was at first much hesitation as to 
what 
particular governmental 
agency 
should be used to grapple with tbe new' 
conditions. 
Previous Effort Made 
to Control Combinations. 


At almost tbe same tftjM. about twenty 


years since, the effort was made to con- 
trol combinations by regulating them 
through the Interstate 
commerce com- 
mission and to abolish them by means 
of the anti-trust act, the two remedies 
therefore being In part mutually incom- 
patable. 
The interstate commerce law 
has produced admirable results, especi- 
ally since it .was strengthened by the 
Hepburn law two years ago. 
Anti-Trust Law 
Should Be Amended. 


The anti-trust law, though it worked 
some good because anything is better 
than anarchy and complete absence of 
regulation, nevertheless 
has proved in 
many respects not merely inadequate but 
mischievous. 


Twenty years ago the abuse of cor- 
porate power had produced almost every 
conceivable 
form 
of 
abuse 
and 
had 
worked the greatest injury to business 
morality and the public conscience. 
Federal Regulation 
That Has Been Negative. 


For a long time Federal regulation of 
interstate commerce- liad been nurely 
negative, the national Judiciary merely 
acting in slolated cases to restrain the 
State from exercising a power which it 
wa<! clearly unconstitutional as well as 
unwise for them to exercise, but which 
nevertholtss the National 
government 
itself tailed to exercise. 


Thus 
the 
corporations 
monopolizing 
commerce made the law for themselves. 
State power and common law being in- 
adequate -to accomrliish arty 
effebtivfr 
legislation ana the National power not 
yet having been put forth. 


The result was mischievous in the ex- 
treme and only short-sighted and utter 
failure to appreciate the grossness of 
the evils to which the lack of regulation 
gave rise can excuse the well-meanlmt 
persons who now desire to abolish the 
anti-trust iaw outright, or to amend 
it by simply condemning "unreasonable" 
combinations. 
Some Combinations 
Are for Public Good. 


Power should unquestionably be lodged 
somewhere -in the executive branch of 


£i Eovei7!rnj!nt to Pern>!t combinations 
which will further the public interest 
but it must always be remembered that 
as regards the great wealthy combina- 
tions through which most of tha Inter- 
state business of today is done 
the 
burden of proof should be on them to 
^how that they have a right to exist 
IJo judicial tribunal has the knowl- 


Jhf*S?I* th.° exPej!ence to determine in 
me nrst place whether a given combi- 
nation Is advisable or necessary In the 
Interest 
of' 
the 
public. 
Somebody 
whether a corrmlisslon or -a bureau un- 
der the Department of Commerce and 
I/abor, should be given this power 
National Incorporation 
Law for the Future. 


My personal belief Is that ultimately 
we shai, have to adopt a. national Incor- 
poration law, though I am well aware that 
this may be impossible at present 
Over 
the actions of the executive body where 
the power Ms placed the courts should 
possess merely Na, power of review, anal- 
agous to that obtaining 
In connection 
with the work1 of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission at present. 
To se- 
cuse this would>ot be a leap in the 
dark, it would be'merely to carry still 
further the theory o?. effective govern- 
mental control of corporations, 
which 
was responsible for the ^creation-of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission and for 
the enlargement of Its powers and for 
the creation of a Bureau df. Corcora- 
tions. 
% 


Interstate Commerce 
Laws Have Done Good. 


The Interstate commerce legislation has 
worked admirably. It has benefMed the 
pubac; It has 
benefited honestly man- 
aged and wisely conducted railroads, and 
In spite of the fact that the business of 
thfe country has enormously increased the 
value of this federal legislation has been 
shown by the way in which it has en- 
abled the federal government to correct 
the most pronounced of the great and 
varied abuses which existed in the busi- 
ness world twenty years ago—while the. 
many abuses that still remain emphasize 
the need of further and more thorough- 
going legislation. 
Bureau of Corporations 
Has Been Justified. 


Similarly the Bureau of CBrporations 
has amply 
justified 
its 
creation. 
In 
other words, it is clear that the princi- 
ples employed to "remedy the great evils 
in the business world have worked well, 
and they can now be employed to correct 
the evils that further commercial growth 
has brought more prominently to the sur- 
face. 


The powers and scope of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and of any similar 
body, such as the Bureau of Corpora- 
tions, which has to deal with the mat- 
ter in baud, should' be greatly enlarged, 
so as to meet the requirements of the 
present day. The decision of the Su- 
preme Court in the Minnesota and North 
Carolina cases Illustrates how impossi- 
ble is a dual control of national com- 
merce. 
The States cannot control It. All they 
can do is 
to 
control Interstate com- 
merce, and this Is but a small fraction 
of the business carried 
through 
each 
State. 
State Control Effort 
Sure to Be Nullified. 


Actual experience has shown that the 
effort at State control is sure to be .nul- 
lified in one way or another, 'sooner or 
later. 
The nation alone can act with 
effectiveness and wisdom; it should have 
the control both of the business and the 
agent by which the business Is done, for 
any attempt to separate this control must 
result in great absurdity. 
This means that we must ^rely upon 
national legislation to prevent the com- 
mercial abuses that now exist and the 
others that are sure to arise unless some 
efficient governmental 
body 
has ade- 
quate power of control over them. 
Not Proper Matter 
for' Courts to Handle.

The heartiest encouragement 


should be given to wagework- 
ers to form labor unions and to 
enter into agreement with their 
employers, and their right to 
strike so long as they act peace- 
able, must be preserved. But we 
should sanction neither a boy- 
cott, nor a black list 
which 


would be illegal at common law. 


to utilize and exercise the great powers 
conferred upon it as regards Interstate 
commerce, leaves this commerce to be 
regulated, not by the State, nor yet by 
the, Congress, but by the occasslonal and 
necessarily inadequate and one-sided ac- 
tion of the Federal judiciary. However 
upright and ablo a court [3, It cannot act 
constructively; it can only act negatively 
or destructively as an agent of govern- 
ment; and this means that the courts are 
and must always be unable to deal ef- 
fectively with a problem like the present, 
which requires constructive action. 
Court Has No Power 
to Make Things Better. 


A court can decide what is faulty, but 
it has no power to make better what it 
thus finds to be faulty 
There should 
be an efficient executive body created 
with power enough to correct abuses 
and scope enough to work out the com- 
plex problems that this great country 
has developed. 
It is not sufficient ob- 
jection to say that such a body may 
be guilt> of unwisdom or of abuse. Any 
governmental body, whether a court or 
o commission, whether executive, legis- 
lative or judicial, If given power enough 
to enable It to do effective work for 
good, 
must 
also 
Inevitably 
receive 
enough power to make it possibly ef- 
fective to prevent evil. 
Power Should Be 
Given the Executive. 


Therefore, 
it 
is 
clear 
(unless 
a 
national incorporation law can be en- 
acted), that body or bodies in the execu- 
tive . service snould be given power to 
pass' upon any. combination or agree- 
ment In relation to Interstate commerce 
and every such combination and agree- 
ment 
not 
thus 
approved 
should be 
treated as In violation of law and prose- 
cuted accordingly. 
The issuance of the securities of any 
combination doing interstate 
business 
should be under the supervision of the 
National Government. 
Would Not Make 
Labor Unions Exempt. 


A strong effort has been made to have 
labor organizations completely exempted 
from any of the operations of this iaw, 
whether or not their acts are In re- 
straint of trade. 
Such exception would 
Iri all probability make the bill uncon- 
st"rtutional and the legislature has no 
more '.right to pass a bill without re- 
gard to" whether it is constitutional than 
the courts~-vh#ve lightly to declare un- 
constitutional a. "law which the legisla- 
ture has solemnly enacted.

Interest of both decent corporations and 
law-abidinn labor unions. 
Corporations Can No 
Longer Defy Laws.

Responsibility Is 
Between Two Powers. 


The responsibility Is as great on tha 
one .<eidu ab on the other, and- an/abuse 
of power by the legislature in one di- 
rection Is equally to be condemned with 
an abuse of power by the courts in the 
other direction. 
It Is not possible wholly to except la- 
bor organizations from the workings of 
this law and they 
who 
insist 
upon 
totally excepting, them are merely pro- 
viding that their status shall be kept 
wholly unchanged and that they shall 
continue to be exposed to the action 
which they now dread. 
Obviously an organization not formed 
for profit should not be required to fur- 
nish statistics in atay way as complete 
as those furnished by organizations for 
profit. 
, 


This Labor Argument 
Is Considered Sound. 


Moreover, so far 
as 
labor 
is 
en- 
gaged in production only, its claims to 
be exempted from the anti-trust law 
are sound. 
This 
would substantially 
cover the right of laborers to combine, 
to strike peaceably and to enter Into 
trade agreements with the employers. 
But 
when 
labor 
undertakes 
in 
a 
wrongful manner to prevent the distri- 
bution and salo of the products of labor, 
as by certain forms of the boycott, it 
has left the field of production and Itti 
action may plainly be in restraint o£ 
interstate trade and must necessarily be 
subject to Inqurry, exactly as In the 
case of any other combination for tha 
same 
purpose, 
so 
as- to 
determine 
whether such action 
is 
contrary 
to 
sound public policy. 
Wageworkers Encouraged 
| to Join Labor Unions.

An Experience That 
City of Boston Had. 


Allegations are often made to the ef- 


fect that there Is no real need for these 
laws looking to tha more effective control 
of 
the 
great 
corporations, upon the 


ground that they will do their work well 
without such control. 
I call your at- 


tention to the accompanying copy of a 
report just submitted by Mr. Nathan 
Matthews, chairman oC the finance com- 
mute, to the Mayor and City Council of 
Boston, relating to certain evil practices 
of various corporations which had been 
bidders for furnishing the city iron and 
steel. 
In Grasp of an 
All Powerful Trust. 


This report shows that there have been 
extensive combinations 
formed 
among 
the various corporations 
which 
have 
business with tho city of Boston, includ- 
ing, 
for instance, a carefully planned 


combination embracing practically all tho 
firms and corporations engaged in struc- 


I tural steel work in New Eng'and. 
This combination included substantial- 


ly all the local concerns and many of 
the larger corporations in the United 
States engaged 
In 
manufacturing or 


furnishing structural steel for use in any 
part of New England, it affected 
the 
States, the cities and the towns, the rail- 
roads and street railways, and generally 
all persons having occasion to use iron 
or steel for any purpose in"that section 
of the country. 
Parceled Out Work 
by Collusive Bidding. 


As regards the city of Boston, the com- 


bination resulted in parceling tha work 
by collusive bids, plainly dishonest and 
supported by false affirmation. 
Ir» its 
conclusion the commission recommends 
as follows: 
"Comment on the moral meaning of 
these methods and transactions would 
seem superfluous, but as they were de- 
fended at 
the public hearings of the 
commission and asserted to be common 
and entirely proper incidents of business 
life, and ' as these practices have been 
resorted to by some of the largest in- 
dustrial corporations that tho world has 
ever known, the commission deems 
1C 
proper to record Its own opinion. 
Honesty of Present 
Business Methods Questioned. 


"The 
commission dislikes to believe 
that these practices are as alleged estab- 
lished by the general custom of the busi- 
ness community and this defense itself, 
if unchallenged, amounts to a grave ac- 
cusation against the honesty of present 
business methoas, to answer an invita- 
tatlon 
for 
public 
or 
private 
work 
by 
sending 
in 
what 
purport 
to be 
genuine 
bids, 
but 
what 
in 
reality 
are collusive figures, 
purposely made 
higher 
than 
the 
bid 
which is known 
to be submitted by one of the supposed 
competitors, is an act of plain dishon-

Increase.

terior regarding Increase In pensions to 


many inquirers: 


Tq the Editor of THE TRIBUNE. 


Sir.—The recent act of Congress in* 
creasing the pension of all widow pen- 
sioners from the date of its passage, 
namely, April 19, 1808, has led to very 
many Inquiries from the interested par- 
ties, and as it is a matter of general 
information, I would appreciate it, if 
your valuable journal would publish 
the following notice which I am mail- 
ing to all Inquirers: 


"San Fi-anclsco, California, 


"In reply to your inquiry you are ad- 


vised that the rate of pension to all 
widows minors, and helpless children 
now on the pension rolls at a less rate 
will be increased to $12 per month un- 
der the act of April 19, 1908, from the 
date of the act. No application is 
required to obtain the increased rate 
but the same will be paid by the Uni- 
ted States Pension agent at the next 
quarterly payment upon receipt of the 
voucher properly executed 
which 
is 


now in possession of the 
pensioner. 


The present pension certificate should 
be retained until its return shall have 
been requested by the Pension Agent 
from whom the pension Is received.

bury Uses Major Ervrin's 


Ideas Effectively. 


The relief work In aid of Chelsea, 
Massachusetts, after that city had been 
stricken by the recent terrible fire, 
which left 15,000 people -without food, 
clothing, or shelter, was performed on 
a plan formulated substantially on that 
used in Oakland after the earthquake 
and fire of April 18, 1906, according to 
letters and clippings of Boston papers 
received today from W. H. Seabury, 
of the Somerset 
Club, 
Boston, 
by 
James P. Edoff, receiver of the Cal- 
ifornia Bank, Oakland. 


Mr. Seabury was here In the Inter- 


est-of the Massachusetts Belief Asso- 
ciation for the relief, of San Francisco, 
and his letter shows that the Massu- 
chusetts authorities paid a high com- 
pliment to this city, as well as to the 
Oakland Relief committee, in adopting 
the Oakland reliefe plan after the Chel- 
sea fire. 
Adopt Erwin's System. 


Mr. Seabury's letter on the subject to 
Mr. Edoff is, in part, as follows: 


"Yesterday (April 18) the people In 


charge of the relief work after the big 
Chelsea fire of April 12, thought the 
system for the distribution of food and 
clothes ought to be changed, as It was 
being abused, so they Invited me to 
offer suggestions. 


"I Immediately suggested Major Er- 
win's system, and It met with Instant 
approval, and is to go into effect to- 
rn crrow. 


"Our militia will- take charge, and 


the present army rations will be 1s- 
fuecl. 
Praise Oakland Plan. 


"They are all first-class men, and 


will handle it well, I'm sure. 


"Fortunately, I preserved Major Er- 


win's cards and various directions in 
my 'San Francisco album, und the 
Chelsea authorities have had 
them 
copied.

"The sama committee that sent rne 


to you has charge, so you will know 
what that means. 


"I gave them several copies of your 


Oakland relife book you so kindly sent 
me, that they could see Just how Major 
Erwln (dear man) did it."

ton newspapers contained compliment- 
ary reference to the Oakland 
Kelief 
Committee. 
Boston Globe's Comment. 


The Boston Globe printed a state- 


ment Issued by the Massachuset.s 
Chelsea ellef Committee, -April 18, 1908, 
with the following comment: "Another 
change In the method of distributing 
food supplies to the sufferers from the 
Chelsea flre was adopted today. 
The 
same system which was used in San 
Francisco and Oakland to feed the 
people who were made homeless by the 
earthquake just two years ago today, 
will be put into operation 
tomor- 
row morning." 
Consult Authorities. 


In setting forth the 
difficulty 
In 
finding a proper plan of food distribu- 
tion, the Boston Globe continues: "The 
question was considered fully by the 
' committee. Mr. Storrow, tha chair- 
man, and Mr. Rothwell of the commit- 
tee went to Chelsea and met Chairman 
McClintock- They consulted with the 
adjutant general, got General James 
G White, the commissary general ol 
Massachusetts; William H. Seabury, 
who had been In Oakland, Cal., when 
the army few 90,000 at one time, and 
several others familiar with relief worlc 
to be present.

Captain McMenomy stated that he 


did not believe that the local board 
of health, which introduced the ordin- 
ance Into the council had done so \n 
the Interests of the so-called trust, 
but he declared that If It was put 
into operation that the trust 
would 
be given the upper hand. Dr. R. A. 
Archibald, who represented the board 
of health at last 
night's 
meeting, 


averred that the ordinance had not 
been introduced to help any so-called 
trust, but had been Introduced 
to 


regulate the sale of food products In 
this city and to keep them In a sani- 
tary condition. 


Councilman Matthew Bronner was 


chosen as chairman of the committee 
of the whole. 
Bronner 
called 
for 


statements from those who protested 
against the proposed ordinance and 
Captain McManomy, who Is president 
of the San Francisco Butchers' Board 
of 
Trade, 
responded. 
McMenomy 


said In -part: 
Enters Protest. 


"We protest against the portion of 


the proposed ordinance which pro- 
vides that the butchers must keep all

that ajt meat would have to be kept 
In glass cases and that glass fronts 
would have to be placed In the-mark- 
ets.
